Reality Beyond Dreams ; 

I WAS hand-in-hand with history. How can I 
describe it? What whim of chance caused 
me and Jack Goulding and the C.B.C. en- 
gineers to be the first men in British uniform 
to drive through those vast, delirious crowds 


in the heart of Paris, amid an indescribable: 


tumult of acclaim, such as few kings have 
ever seen? 

For years we had dreamed of this day and 
tried to imagine what it would be like, The 
reality was more wonderful than I had 
dreamed. Paris is not only the most beautiful 
city in the world by long odds, Paris is so 
much more than that. Paris is a symbol—of 
victory, of freedom, of democracy, of revolu- 
tion.

Shooting in Notre Dame 


L the words of liberation of a Paris paper: 
“They used to talk about the Anglo- 
American terrorists. Now they are on the

The scene at Notre Dame surely cannot be 
| surpassed in all the drama of the history of 
Paris. I wasn't there to see it, But here is a 
brief description of it from that fine jour- 
nalist, Helen Kirkpatrick of the Chicago Daily 
News, who was with De Gaulle: 
| "As we stepped out of our cars in front of 

the cathedral, a machine-gun started shoot- 
ing. Men, women and children fell to the 
ground.

On August 15th Canadian tanks and In 
paring were two und a half miles from Falulre, 
Olendon and Sassy had been enptured. and 
there was fighting around Epnney and Le 
Queue Du Renard—Fox's tall.

On the afternoon of August 15th, tho 
supreme Allied command in a move unpre- 
ecdented In Normandy fighting, placed a ban

, Cacn-Falaise-Argentan highway, During tho 


night of August 15th the troops that had edged 
down west of the Falaise rond, made a sud- 
den surge from Ussy and by morning were 
within a mile of Falaise. 

The Canadian army spokesman said: "War 
has changed from a slugging match into a war 
of movement,” 

On August 16th the enemy pockets were 
still holding out in the Bois Du Roi, north- 
west of Falaise, but Canadian troops were on 
three sides of the city, St. Pierre, Canlvet and 
Aubigny had been caplured, Vital highways 
radiating from Falaise had been cut. The Caen 
hinge was broken. 

On the night of August 16th Canadian in- 
fantry and tanks fought their way into Fa- 
laise. First in were the men of the South 
Saskatchewan regiment—tough westerners, 
whose specialty was killing Germans, Along 
streets they went, winkling` out snipers 
wherever they could find them, The Germans 
had an anti-tank gun dug in at the end of one 
street, It was blazing away and the infantry- 
men were forced to take cover. 


German Mass Surrender 
QUDDENLY, in the middle of the road ap- 


peared the colonel of the regimeni—a 
fighting man from Regina, who had led his 
regiment into Falaise, He picked up a rifle 
from the pavement and advanced on the gun 
position. With two shots he killed two of the 
German gunners. The rest jumped out and 
surrendered. 

The infantry moved on. In eame the tanks 
of the Sherbrooke Fusiliers, led by Maj, Rad- 
ley-Walters, Major V. O. Walsh, of Montreal, 
who was In one of the tanks behind Radley- 
Walters, said it was “duck soup" compared 
with the entry Into Caen. 

In another of the tanks was Lieut. Jack 
McMahon of Halifax, N.S, He had not been 
feeling well and while guiding his tank 
through Falaise he fainted, They lifted him 
from the tank and took him to the regimental 
aid post where he was ordered back to the 
hospital for treatment. McMahon, perched on 
the hood of the jeep ambulance, started back, 
There were two badly wounded men ‘on 
stretchers on the top. 

In MeMahon's own words: “I certainly was 
feeling punk. We were driving through Bois 
Du Roi Peada north, when suddenly 16 Ger- 
mans jumped on to the road yelling ‘Kam- 
erad,’ Well, the only weapon I had was a hand- 
grenade, so I told one of those Jerries to get 


i me a rifle. He went back into the bush and 


brought one out, I herded those Jerries along 
the road, and as we went along more and more 
of them kept jumping out. But the time 1 had 
gone 500 yards, I had 61 of them. 1 sure was 
glad to turn them in. I swear some of those 
S.S. fellows were seven feel tall, They were 
the biggest men I have ever seen, but all the 
fight had gone out of them,” 

And so the message went back: "Falaise 
has been captured." Thirty days had passed 
since July 18th, 

From General Crerar came this message: 
"During the last days of the bitter battle, all 
ranks have fought magnificently. Great de- 
mands have been placed on the formations 
and units of the first Canadian army. All re- 
quirements have been met. The capture of 
Falalse marks a great and historic step for- 
ward to final victory. The advance has shaken 
the enemy, We must now fully exploit this 
decisive situation. The enemy must be allowed 
no respite, Ie must be hit and hammered in- 
creasingly We now have him very groggy, 


With our utmost in drive and d termination, 


we shall shortly knock him out ^
